The confersnce lasted five hours,
No agreement was reached on the stesl
ice acheduls npproved by the board,
rman Peok of the Industrial Board
Buve out the following statement:
*The Industrial board of the De-
rl'lml of Commerce held & mest-
ng to-day with Judge . B. Lovett
and Luther R. Walters, the advisory
purchasing committes of the Rall-
road Administration; also with H. B,
Bponcer, director of the division of
purchase, and Commissioner MoChord
of the Interstate Commerce Commis-

n.

“Mr. Hines was unable to be pres-
ent and was repressnted by his ad-
visory committes, above mentionad.
The committee will report to Mr.
Hines and at a further mesting Mr.
Hines and Mr. Peek will give the
matters discussed furthar considera-
tion.”

Director-General Hines of the Rafl-
roud Adminlstration and Chalrman Pesk
will meel early naxt week. It was ap-
parent that the members of the Indus-
trial Board were disploased by the fail-
ure of the Director-Gonaral (0 appear
&t the conference to-day,

It was Intimated that the conference
was given wholly to a discussion of
pricss and dld not consider gquestions
of policy. The board presantsd
and statements from the Federal Trade
Gommission {mdicating that but two of
the big steal organizations of the coun-
try oould eell at profit at the pricea
fixed by the board because of the wage
acale and cost of materials,

The representatives of the Rallroad
Administration malntaln there In a com-
mon ground on which the administra-
tlon can moet with the steel industry
and obtain calls at a price below that of
§45 and $47 a ton, the price belng fixed
by agreement belwesen the Industrial
Board and the industry.

The Director-Ganeral has been de-
clared to hold the opinion that the ateel
manufacturers should be willing to ao-
cept a material loas on their producta
&8 a patriotio offset to the profits of tha
war period. It ls understood tbat the
rallroad representatives to-day gave fig-
wres celaling to the alleged profits of
the Industry during the last few years,

The data regarding profits are sald to
have been obtained by Willlamm G. Me-
Adoo while acting aas both IMrector-
@eneral of Rallroads and Secretary
of the Treasury. The figures came to
Wim, It Is sald, In his capacity as Secre-
tary of the Treasury.

The Industrinl Board has statistics of

the Federal Trade Comvhlssion on the
production of steel ralls showing that
the average cost in five plants way 347,10
A tor. Thiw Ia 10 cents higher than the
maximum price agreed to by the In-
duntry. Board officials said that If the
price was lowered the United Btates
8teel Corporation virtually was the only
concern that could make & profit on Its
contracts

The Ralflrond Administration has con-
tracted for soveral hundred thousand
tona of ralls under tha old contracts
specifying #18 and $40 a ton. OMcials
sald that rallrosd malntenance had been
good and that this tonnage would last
soveral montha,

Banator Hitcheock Is regarded generally
a8 the cohlef spokesman of the adminis-
tration in ths controversy which has de-
veloped In this country over the League of
Nations plan and it Is understood that
the purpose of sending tha communicn-
tion waas not only to keep the Ssnntor
Informed of tho progress made in revise
ing the league constitution, but niso
that expected to be made,

The BSenator ls to particlpats In n
Joint debats with Benator Lanroot (Wis-
consin), Republican, on the League of
Natlons in New York Monday night
and it ks proboble that he will use soma
of this Information in his addreas.

The leation to B t Hitah-
oook was sald to ba the first relative
to the Peace Conference to be recalved
by any Senator from the American dele-
gates at Paris,

Owing to other engagements Senator
Hitcheock declined to-day an invitation
recelved from the Indlana Manufacturers
Association to engage in a joint debats
on the League of Nations with George
Wharton Pepper of Phlladelphia in
Indlanapolis April 18,

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HINES ASSAILS PLAN

T0 FIX GOAL PRICES |

Railway Head Bees an Attempt
by Producers to Keep Up
High Cost of Living.

PUBLIOC WOULD SUFFER

Competition Needed to Stabil-
ize Conditions for Benefit
of All Consumers.

Wasamoron, April 4—In s publio
statement to-night Director-Gensral of
Rallroads Hines sccuses ths National
Coal Ammoclation of an effort to escapa
competition under cover of Government
prices for coal and intimates that the
association Is endeavoring to keap up the

high cost of llving under which the peo-
ple have struggled.

The statemnent was issusd In answer to
A statement last night from the Coal As-
socintion attacking the rallroad coal
purchasing policy and stating that the
assoclation wanted prices mediated by
the Industrinl Board of the Department
of Commerce. Director-Gensral Hines
sald:

“It 1= of the highest Importincs that
evary consumer of coal and every per-
son interested in the high cost of living
should understand exactly what is in-
volved In the effort of the Natlonal Conl
Asnociatlon to escaps competition and
got |ts members again under cover of
Government prices for coal. The state-
ment lenued last night by the coal asso-
clation makes It paerfectly clear that It
18 thying to prevent competftion, or, as It
euphemistically expresses it, itsa members
have ‘declined to discuss prices” and In-
stead is trying to get some governmental
Agency to assume the responaibllity for
haming a uniform price for coal In each
distriot. Such a uniform price will have
to be high enough to take ocare of the
groeater costa of the high cost producers
and thus produce An sxoessive it for
the low cost producers. The Ad-
ministration removed Ita prices soma
time ago, The question s whether the
public mow wants other Government
prices established so am to continue to
keep conl at high price  levels, which
will keep up the cost of living and con-
tinus to produce In the agEregats ab-
normal profits to the ooal optratora,

"Thelr present proposal (s that the
Government fix In sach dletriot a uni-
form prics (without any opportunity for
competition) at which the Rallrosd Ad-
ministralion and other Government
ngenclea must purchase. But the effect
of this immediately will be to create a
standard which the coal operators will
try to maintain In selling to everybody
elns ‘and the Government will be giving
Itsa mupport therefore to a prics leval
which will be unnecessarily high and far
more than la necessary to yield a hand-
some profit for the low sost producers

“T firmly belleve that any such policy
Is opposed to the Interest of every mem-
ber of the community who s auffering
fstead of profiting by the present high
cost of living.

“An far as the Rallroad Administra-
tlon Is concerned It has adoptsd a con-
siderata policy to prevent undue con-
centration of the Government's pur-
chaaing power to prevent the acceptance
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ronounced preference for Cammeyer
out-of-the-ordinary models was so evi-
dent last Spring that our preparations
for this season’sdemand are even more
elaborate and complete.

whita cabbage, worth §1.650 to $2.50 a
barrel on March 22, brought §6 to $7.60.
New Worldu cabbage, which was quoted
ARt §3.50 to 34.50 a crate two weeks nio,
wsold yesterday at from J8 to $7.50 a
arate.

The lesa nristocratic corned besf,
according to the dally markst quotations
of Dr. Day, Commisalonsr of Publle
Markets, retailed yesterday at 18 conts
A pound. With cabbage wholesaling at
T3 oents a pound the retall price will
be as high at least as that of corned
beef.

Tha Appellate Division held yesterday
that the statement may have found
projudicial lodgment In the mind of
the jury and that Frasco must be re-
tried. ‘The oplnion, written by Justioe
Mlea, mays:

"It I8 very regrettabls that we are
foroed to this conclusion, becauss it In
vary llkaly that the defondant was
gullty of the assault, which was ex-
tremaly base and atroclous, and It s
very Ukely that the jury would have be.
leved tha tesatimony agalnst him with-
out any such exhibition on the part
of the trial court.

“8ull, it ia the Conatitutional right
of the defendant, however hase we may
think him to be, to have a falr trial, and
it would be a dangerous precedent If the
acotion of this trial judge ahould stand
approved by this court.”
